Ottawa, Sept 9th An attack on 
the housing problem of the Dominion 
will be a leading feature of the next 
session of parliament. 

1—Industrial low-rental housing. 

2—Rairal housing. 

3—Encouraging of the small home 
owner, 

4—-Home Improvement and Rehabil- 
itation, 

There is a general recognition that 
this program is at least a year over 
due. but various factors, including the 
short sesion, and the constitutional 
tangle, prevented the government 
from proceeding with it in full last 
session, as strongly urged by the Na- 
tional Employment Commission. 

There is a tremendous ‘back-log’ of 
residential and other building in Can- 
ada. Some authorities believe that 
Canada could ues, at once, 100,000 
hew homes to cost not less than 250 
million dollars, in the industrial and 
rural field, not counting the more ex- 
pensive types of city dwelling. 

An examination of building statist- 
ics for recent years shows how much 
slack there is to be taken up. 

A study made by the Bank of Nova 
Scotia two years ago stated as _ fol- 
lows— 

“On the basis of the average 
ume of residential building during the 
eleven years 1921 to 1931, a backlog 
had accumulated by the close of 1934 
which amounted to perhaps $200 mil- 
lions. In view of the low level of such 
building this year and last, this est- 
imate of the backlog postponed 
work that will in time need to be done 
—-would now be substantially larger. 
Such a calculation assumes that the 
average volume of building during 
those eleven years was normal, and 
that the same normal will be the 
Standard for the future, This assump- 
tion may or may not be correct, Cer- 
tain it is, however, that the Canadian 
people are now less adequately hous- 
ed than they were in the late ‘twent- 
ies; that many houses need repair; 
and that few dwellings are entirely up 
to date.” 

Nothing has happened since that 
Was written to change the picture 
materially, The year 1986 was again 
far below normal in residential build- 
ing. This year has shown some recov- 
ery towards normal levels, but even 
this year the figure for the first six 
months showed Only 35 percent of the 
1926 level, which is taken as normal. 
Last year at the same time resident- 
ial building stood at only 23 per cent 
of normal, and in 19338, the worst year 
it was only 13 per cent. Looking back 
to such years a8 1928 and 1929, when 
well over a hundred million dollars of 
residential building was undertaken 
in the first half of the year, it is clear 
that as soon as a building program can 
be started, two or three extremely ac- 
tive years in house construction will 
be inevitable, 

What is holding back building now? 
Admntted high taxes are a serious fac- 
tor. The industrial worker is not 
building a home, because in most cas- 
es he has not the capital, nor can he 
afford to pay sufficiently high rents 
to encourage someone else with the 
capital to construct modern homes foi 
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him, and rent them to him, The farm- 
er has had to let building slide — be- 
cause of poor crops or prices or both. 

Even without government assist- 
ance, a vast forward move in residen- 
tial building and repair would seem to 
be inevitable, if times improve, Farm 
revenues, except in the drought ar- 
eas, are going to b ehigher, and that 
means more money for buildings, In- 
dustrial wages are on the mend, 
which will encourage residential build- 
ing in cities and other industrial areas 

The proposal held over last winter 
by the federal government called for 
a grant of five million a year for two 
years toward the building of low ren- 
tal housing in industrial regions. ‘The 
provinces were to put up dollar for 
dollar, and the subsidy was to bridge 
the gap between what such houses 
would cost and what the worker coula 
atford to pay. Some similar scheme 
for cheap money for farm building is 
also under consideration. Building 
costs are rising, but they are still be- 
low the 1926 level, and over 40 per 
cent below the post war peak. 


CHARTERED BANK BROADCASTS

Canada’s Chartered Banks through 
their Public Relations Adviser, Ver- 
non Knowles, are conducting a series 
of non-political, non-controversial rad- 
io broadcasts on the Functions and 
Operations of Canadian Banks it was 
learned from Edmonton today.

Mr Knowles, who homesteaded in 
Alberta in 1909, is a former well 
known newspaper man, who has work- 
ed on several western daily newspup- 
ers, He was Editor and Manager of the 
Winnipeg Telegram and later Manag- 
ing Editor of the Winnipeg ‘Tribune. 
He has also served in the Parliament- 
ary Press Gallery at Ottawa and in 
the Press Galleries of Manitoba, Sask- 
atchewan and Ontario, He was Editor 
and a Member of the Board of Direc- 
tors of the Toronto Mail and Empire 
from 1928 to 1932 and from 1933 to 
the end of last year was Managing 
Editor of the ‘Toronto Daily Star. In 
January 1937 he assumed his present 
position, 

In commenting on the’ eries of 
broadcasts Mr Knowles laid particular 
stress upon the fact that they were 
designed to be completely non-politi- 


cal.,

because many mild cases may never 
be diagnosed, it is advisable to treat 
with caution any adult or child who is 
not feeling well, (at a time when the 
disease is around) that is, keep 
them separate With special towels, 
dishes, etc, and destroy all excreta, 
especially trom the nose or throat. 
This prevents flies from Spreading the 
disease, 

The onset is generally sudden, eith- 
er intluenza-like, or with nausea, vom- 
iting or diarrhea. 

Headache is generally early, in the 
forehead usually, mederately severe 
and persistent. 

General Malaise, Patient feels quite 
sick and generally quite weak. 

. Fever is always present 99 1-2 to 
104 or more, : 

Bending the head forward will likely 
cause pain. 

Head cold, sore throat, aud bronch- 
Itis may be present. Irritability or 
drowsiness may be present. Tender- 
pes of the skin and muscles may oc- 
cur but generally later just before par- 
alysis occurs. 

There will likely be rigidity of the 
spine, stiffness of the neck and the 
head held backwards, Trembling of 
the muscles may occur on attempted 
exertion, 

After a day or two of fever a remis- 
sion of one to four day may occur be 
fore severer fever and nervous symp- 
toms may occur, so any fever should 
be kept in bed and carefully checked 
with a thermometer till it is entirely 
gone. 

Suspicious cases should be reported 
at once to the M. H. O. 

Precautions for Prevention 


| Keep children away from crowds,
